He Traced the Doctor Through 
Friend Hortie, 


Nome of the Sensational Features 
in the Case Are Being 
Smothered. 


Leading Citizems of Missourt Are 
Ramored to Have Been Mixed Up 
in the Conspiracy—The Doc- 
tor Said to be Bi-Sexed. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
ST. LOUIS (Mo.,) Sept. 4.—J. Hack- 
ley, one of the,best-known drummers 
in the United States, whose territory 
extends from ocean to ocean and from 
the Great Lakes to the Gulf, whose 
business address is Louisville, Ky., and 
whose residence is Moberly, Mo., is the 


‘man who outstripped the best detec- 


tive talent.in the country in “turning 
up” the big life-insurance swindler, Dr. 
George W. Fraker. Mr. Hackley ar- 
rived in St. Louis today and registered 
at: the Planters’. In speaking of the 
case Hackley said: ‘One of the most 
important witnesses is dead. He was 
drowned in Kansas on August 138, the 
day after the insurance companies 
paid the money over to J. E. Lincoln 
for the Fraker estate, on the order of 
the court, and the other man is now 
in jail at Springer, N. M., awaiting 
trial for burglary. 

“The first man was drowned under 
the name of Phillips. I have excellent 
reasons for believing, however, that 
this was an alias and that his real 


‘name was Jim Triplet. Triplet, George 


Horrie, who is now in a New Mexico 
jail, charged with burglary, and an 
old negro, who has since died, were 
with Fraker when he was supposed to 
have been drowned. I have known

That feature of the story which Hack- 
ley refuses to disclose is pronounced by 
others who have given the case close 
attention from the start and who have 
inklings of what it is, as the most sen- 
sational of all the elements which com- 
prise the conspiracy. It is hinted that 
in it are involved the names of two or 
three very prominent citizens. of Mis- 
souri which, if mentioned, would shock 
the State. It is probable, so it-is said, 
that the insurance companies them- 
selves have made such terms with those 
men for obvious reasons that there will 
‘be no sort of action against them which 
would reveal their identity and the im- 
portant part they took in the con- 
spiracy. 

SOME PECULIAR PHASES. 

KANSAS CITY, Sept. 4.—After a 
hight and day spent in ‘the county jail, 
Dr. George W. Fraker was taken to 
Richmond on the 5 o’clock train this 
afternoon. He left in charge of Sher- 
iff Holman of Bay county and City 
Marshal Byers of Richmond, and in 
that city Fraker will finally be brought 
into court to meet the charges against 
him. While some authorities say the 
now fdmous doctor cannot be sen- 
tenced for any part he has taken in 
the crime, the attorneys for the insur- 
ance companies interested have re- 
laxed.none of their vigor and declare 
as strongly that the prosecution will 
be quick and positive and that they 
have the statutes to back the charges 
they will make. 

Dr. Fraker spent a rather restless 
night in jail, owing to the excitement 
of his journey from the North and the 
ordeal passed through here in meet- 
ing former friends and answering the 
questions fired at him, and today has 
been none the less severe on _ him. 
Photographers eager to get a crack at 
the resurrected man bore him to death 
in their efforts to get him to sit for a 
picture, while reporters, friends and 
a string of the curious keep him busy 
answering numberless questions that 
he had parried many times before. 

In all his interviews last night and 
today Dr. Fraker steadfastly adhered, 
to his former statement that he did 
not conspire to defraud the insurance 
companies, nor did any of his rela- 
tives. This claim, however, has ap-’ 
parently been set at naught by a lit- 
tle inadvertence on the doctor’s part. 
Ina ‘conversation with several report- 
ers in his cell today he stated that 
while in Kansas City, shortly after 
his supposed drowning. in 1893, he 
bought the suit of clothes he now 
wears at a local clothing-house. The 
admission was a joyous one for the 
insurance attorneys, who state posi- 
tively that the sult. was bought by 
George Harry, the convict. whom they 
have all along alleged was the doctor’s 
accomplice. It is believed that 
Fraker never came to Kansas City at 
all, but that Harry bought the suit and

Her'description of 
her would-be patient who, she says, 
left without finally receiving the treat- 
ment, tallies exactly with that of the 
doctor. s. Randall's suspicions of 
the sex of the person decided her to 
call a policeman, but the patient left. 
Not until his arrest did she realize that 
he might be Dr. Fraker. It will be 
remembered that at the insurance trial 
it was proven that Dr. Fraker changed 
his sex at stated periods, an instance 
remarkable in history. 

The doubters have all subsided and 
now fully admit that Fraker has been 
caught. Interest centers to a great ex- 
tent in Fraker’s young Minnesota com- 
panion, and many believe that the de- 
tectives made a mistake in letting him 
go. State Senator A. L. Lyman has 
been retained to defend Fraker. What 
his course of tactics will be is not 
known.

MIDDLESBOROUGH (Ky.,) Sept. 4.— 
Columbus Hamilton and Frank Hamil- 
ton fought a duel on horseback at short 
range with Henry and John McCrary 
yesterday afternoon.

The affray occurred in Union county, 
just over the border in Tennessee. The 
Hamiltons were doing business in May- 
oville, Union county, Tenn., where they 
hadadispute with Henry and John Mc- 
Crary, lumbermen of the same county. 
They came to Middlesborough to try to 
effect a settlement. Fatling to agree, 
they coolly decided among themselves 
to settle the matter by the code duello. 
After remaining in the city for some 
hours and buying a goodly supply of 
whisky, they started to return to then 
Tennessee homes. Each faction was 
loud in denouncing the other. When the 
train slowed up at Liberty Hill all four 
men got off it. The Hamiltons started 
down the road, but the McCrarys 
stopped in a lunch-house. 

After the Hamiltons had gone about 
four miles, and had_ secured their 
horses, which they had left in the care 
of a friend, they were overtaken by the 
McCrarys. The MHamiltons wheeled 
around, and, drawing their horses to a 
halt, began firing at the advancing foe. 

The McCrarys, also on horseback, 
were accompanied by two other men, 
who were some distance behind. When 
the Hamiltons began firing the Mc- 
Crarys also drew their pistols and be- 
gan to shoot. The firing continued for 
some minutes, there being some twen- 
ty-six shots fired. Columbus Hamilton 
‘received a dangerous wound in the side 
and fell from his horse. Frank Hamil- 
ton caught a bullet in his hip, and his 
horse was also shot. 

John McCrary was shot through the 
right arm and changed his pistol to the 
left hand, continuing to fire. His hat 
was pierced with several bullets, Henry 
McCrary was uninjured, and with the 
assistance of his two unknown friends 
carried the wounded brother from the 
field. The Hamiltons were unable to 
continue their journey home, Frank be- 
ing scarcely able'to walk, while Colum- 
bus cannot live. 

The authorities were notified, and a 
posse is in pursuit of the McCrarys. 
Both sides are backed up by friends 
and relatives, and a feud rivalling the 
famous French-Eversole vendetta is ex- 
pected, unless the officials of Union 
county take decisive steps to quell the 
disturbance. 


OCEAN MAIL SERVICE. 


Assistant Postmaster-General Neil- 
son Doesn’t Like British Ways. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON , Sept. 4.—Assistant 

‘Postmaster-General Neilson re- 

turned to his office after a trip to 

Europe on the new steamship St. Louis, 

which he pronounces the best vessel 

afloat, and well fitted for carrying the 
mails. He said: 

“The British are growling a little be- 
cause we are giving bounties to our 
ships instead of paying them to the 
fastest vessels which happen to be 
ready at any given time. They will 
not send any mail by our subsidized 
steamers unless it is especially directed 
to go by them. I conferred with the 
postal authorities in England in regara 
to the sea postal-clerk service. We 
now send clerks on the steamers, who 
sort the mails coming over to this 
country. I wanted the British to divide 
this expense with us and have the 
mails going to them also sorted at sea. 

Their 
force in the London office is twice as 
great as ours in New York, and they 
can clear up any mail in a hurry, and 
dd not care to go to the additional ex- 
pense of sorting on the voyage.

Ascension, one of the daughters of 
Don Avila, married Juan Sanchez. a 
prominent man in the southern portion 
of the State. He held the position of 
Sheriff of Los Angeles for a number of 
years, and at the same time collected 
the revenues of his wife’s estate. The 
union of Sanchez and Ascension Avila 
resulted in the birth of six children. 

Some time after Sanchez’s death the 
widow married Don Pio Pico, ex-Gov. 
ernor of the State. Before their mar- 
riage it was so arranged so that the 
portion of the estate accumulated by 
Juan Sanchez and Ascencion, properly 
belonging to the six children of San- 
chez, should be distributed to them. 

Two daughters, Joaquina and Gris- 
elda, blessed the union of Pio Pico and 
Ascencion, and these are the persons 
who now propose to assert their rights 
to a share in the estate of Ascencion 
Avila and so disposesses many hun- 
dreds of people who believe they are 
the sole owners of property in the, city 
of Los Angeles and at Redondo Beach 
and other places over which the cattle 
of Don Avila were wont to roam in 
the first part of the present century. 

Ascencion Pico, nee Avila, died about 
forty years ago without making a will, 
and, as her husband, Don Pio Pico, 


had more money at that time than he 


had use for, he imagined that he never 
could become poor and therefore it did 
not make any particular difference 
whether or not his children, Joaquina 
and Griselda, received anything from 
their mother’s estate. 

But in the course of events, through 
carelessness and a woeful lack of bus- 
iness methods the rich Pio Pico lost 
his wealth and at his death all he left 
to ‘his two daughters was a room full 
of papers which he considered of great 
value, but from which they have béen 
unable to realize anything. 

Acting under the direction of Pio 
Pico, Griselda and Joaquin Pico made 
no claims upon their mother’s estate 
at her death, nor have they made any 
since, but the Avila Estate Company 
proposes to do that for them. 

Griselda has never married, but Joa- 
quina espoused John Moreno and by 
him had two sons, Porfirio and Alejan- 
dro, who are directors in the Avila 
Estate Company. Alejandro Moreno 
is the electrician of the Supreme Court 
building. His mother and brother Por- 
firio reside at their old homestead in 
Los Angeles. 

In speaking of the matter, Alejan- 
dro Moreno said that. while the com- 
mencement of proceedings to establish 
the rights of his: mother and aunt 
might prove a hardship to the people 
who have for years believed that they 
were the sole owners of the property 
in Los Angeles city and county, which 
belonged in part to his mother and his 
aunt, still he considered that they. had 
forborne long enovgh, and that it was 
about time that they should assert 
their rights. 

Elaborate abstracts of the titles of 
the property, going back to the reign 
of the Mexican governors of Califor- 
nia, are being made, and in a short 
time suit will be commenced by the 
Avila Estate Company.

FOR THE AMERICA’S CUP. 


Rules Governing the Forthcoming 
Races—Time Allowances. 

(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 
NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—The Regatta 
Committee of the New York Yacht Club 
has announced the programme of rules 
governing the America’s cup race. The 
principal points are as follows: 

The start will be made off Sandy 
Hook Lightship, the preparatory signal 
being given at 10:50 o’clock, and the 
starting signal at 11 o’clock. :

One day shall intervene between each 
racing day, under special agreement. 
A race postponed or not finished within 
the time limit shall’ be decided before 
the next race is taken up. The races 
will be started off Sandy Hook Light- 
ship, the preparatory signal being made 
at 10:50 o’clock, but if on the day of a 
race the windward or leeward of the 
course cannot be laid from the light- 
ship, then the race will be started from. 
some point further out to sea. 

Although the measurements of De- 
fender and Valkyrie will not be an- 
nounced officially until Friday and pos- 
sibly not until Saturday, enough has 
been learned to make a reasonably cor- 
rect estimate of the racing lengths, and 
the time allowance given by the chal- 
lenger. The big sloop contesting for 
the cup that the American boat has 
held will give time, although it will 
not be as great as was expected. The 
racing lengths, as estimated by a well- 
known designer and expert, are 101.88 
feet for the Valkyrie III, and 100.02 for 
the Defender. Under the rules of the 
New York Yacht Club, this would mean 
an allowance of a little less than a 
minute on a thirty-mile course. These 
measurements were shown to Capt, 
Sycamore today, and he said he thought 
that the allowance would be about one 
minute, as calculated.

an informal conference today, in the 
office of Commodore James G. Smith.

dne Woman Leaves the Crowded 
Courtreom as the Awful De- 
‘tails Develop. 


One Delicate Point is Left tn Donbt 
Which Will Materlally Aid the 
Prisener’s Case. 


An Alleged Counterfeiter Cleared at 


Carson—A Sane Woman Legally 
Insane—Gov. Hughes’s Opin- 
fons on Slander. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 4.—The trial 
that will determine whether or not The- 
odore Durrant will hang for the murder 
of Blanche Lamont is now in full swing 
and the evidence is being hurried in. so 
rapidly that if nothing unexpected oc- 
curs the verdict will be recorded very 
much sooner than was expected. 

On Tuesday the ground was cleared 
by the recital of the evidence against 
Durrant by the District-Attorney and 
the visit of the jury to Emenuel Church. 
Today was given up to the proof of 
death demanded: by law, the evidence 
of the physicians who made the au- 
topsy on the blackened corpse that was 
taken from the belfry and the explana- 
tion of a model of the church, with 
plans, diagrams and photographs that 
will make it easy for the jury to un- 
derstand the significance of all the tes- 
timony as to the movements of the 
prisoner and the victim about the mur- 
der-stained house of worship. 

The list of things done at the trial to- 
day does not make an attractive bill of 
fare, but while this routine testimony 
was being given point after point of 
sensational interest> cropped up, and 
the fascinated listeners sat through it 
all and never once wearied, though the 
session was long and. the courtroom 
close and crowded. 

Much that was told in court can only 
be hinted at; the full testimony could 
only be published in a medical journal 
or in some anatomical text-book. Dread- 
ful as were the details, they were list- 
ened ‘to by a courtroom full of men 
and women, and those whom the’ in- 
flexible rule of the court barred from 
the room complained in the corridor of 
their jll-fortune and, stopped everybody 
who came from: the courtroom to gain 
at second-hand a hint of what was 
going on within the doors from which 
they were kept by police and sheriff's 
men. 

When the medical testimony was at 
its most delicate point one woman arose 
and, with a frightened,--flushed face, 
crowded past the eon h 
Teft the courtroom.

STUDY THE CORSET. | 


‘The French Dreasmaker. Better Un-|, 


derstands ites Use. 


I doubt very much if the very best French 
fitters fit any better than the very best Amer- 
ican ones, but the proper use and abuse of 
the corset are better understood in Paris, 
both by dressmaker and client, than in 
America, writes a Parisienne. The Ameri- 
can corsetmaker has not grasped the idea 
that hardly any two corsets should be ex- 
actly alike, as no two figures are alike, and 
even when she makes ‘‘from: measurement” 
she adheres to her patterns, In an American 
cqrset a trim figure is often insured by tight 
which flattens the back, presses up 
the hips, and gives that uncomfortable, 
short-waisted feeling that so many women 
complain of. While this process may mazake 
the waist smaller by measurement, it gains 
little or nothing in appearance. 

No French dressmaker ever permits tight 
lacing, and the French corset is made with 
that idea. The best corsetmakers have 
reached a degree of perfection in Paris today 
which should disarm criticism even from the 
or Nd ai of the Dio Lewis anti-corset cru- 

e, 


So often, while making my rounds at the 
different dressmaking establishments, I hear 
the fitters complaining of the corsets wcern 
by their American clients and often asking 
permission to adjust madam’s lacing to their 
liking. In nine cases out of ten this means 
a loosening of the lacing or the tying it in 
such a way that it permits the corset to 
spring out all that is possible over the hips. 
This led me to an interview with a vwell- 
known corsetmaker, and I was surprised at 
the combination of elegance and comfort 
that his garments promised. 

They are made, of course, in all sizes, but a 
short corset is preferable for almost every 
woman. On a sout woman it allows the 
bust to fall into its natural position, and a 
short corset does not necessarily mean a 
short-waisted corset if the waist line is 
properly defined and the hip pieces sprung 
enough to allow the corest to fall to the 
proper waist line. 

Most people who prefer to do without a 
corset emphasize the advantage of the nat- 
ural and beautiful curve in the back, which 
they imagine is lost in a corset. It is lost in 
a bad corset, but not in the corset I am de- 
scribing. This corset is laced: to the waist 
line and the lacing carried around and 
fastened under two hooks in front. The cor- 
set springs very much at the waist line over 
the hips and in the back and there is a 
separate lacing in the back which fastens there 
with two hooks. The side seams and nes 
are wonderfully curved, but the front steel is 
perfectly. straight. When this corset is fit- 
ted and laced properly a hand can be placed 
under the front steel to the waist line. The 
curve of the. sides gives elegance of ‘igure, 
but the corset may be worn comfortably by a 
singer or the possessor of a healthy appetite. 

Every one does not like this straight line 
in front, but with the proper curves on the 
side it is the French idea of a ‘‘modish’’ fig- 
ure; and it certainly has the advantage of 
ood sense. No one can afford to press the 
waist in. It is dangerous to the health and 
must increase the size of the abdomen. 

The English idea of a corest is a very long, 
slim waist, the longer the better, and their 
fitters strive to get that effect above every- 
thing else. It may suit the typical English 
figure in its youth, but it is very bad on a 
short, plump figure, I have seen an American 
girl almost in tears at an ‘English tailor’s 
of the first class because the fitter ‘nsisted 
upon making her waist am inch below its 
natural line. She had the good sense to know 
that ‘it would make her rather short limbs 
appear even shorter, and that she would lose 
an apparent inch in height as well as the 
pretty, plump curves of her waist and hips. 

A French dressmaker would never have 
made such a mistake. She would have kept 
the natural waist line and disposed of th 
fullness of the hips on the sides and in the 
back. Above all, if the corset was a proper 
fit, it would: not press in the curve in the 
back of the waist. In front the curves on 
the sides under the bust would be as sharp 
as was consistent with comfort. 


THEY DROWNED IN GAS. 


ASPHYXIATION OF SIX MEN IN A 
PROVIDENCE CELLAR. 


Only One Man Escapes Alive from 

the Poisonous Flood—The Fore- 

man of a Second Gang Overcome 
‘and His Life Despaired Of. 


PROVIDENCE (R. I.,) Sept. 4.—Six 
employees of the Providence Gas Com- 
pany were asphyxiated in a cellar on 
Westfield street this afternoon,—..The, 
names of the dead Cotton, ag 
26 years, single; Riley, age 45, married, 
with six children; Thornton Pike, Tex 
McManus, married;, Burns, age 19; Mc- 
Namee, age 26, single. 

For several days leaking gas had 
been detected in a holder. The company 
sent six men and a foreman to repair 
the leak, which proved to come from a 
defective valve. The men disconnected 
the valve.and tied a cloth bag about 
the large main extending in front of the 
street. The bag gave way, and an im- 
mense volume of gas rushed out. Only 
one man managed to reach fresh air. 
Soon after 3 o’clock the gas company 
sent a gang of men to dig up the 
street to get at the main shut-off fur- 
ther along. Foreman Charles Allen was 
overcome. His life is despaired of.

Co-education in the West. 

(Harper’s Weekly:) In a discussion 
of the subject in the Chicago Tribune 
I read that girls at Ann Arbor live as 
cheaply as the men; with the help of 
sewing and household occupations, 
more cheaply than most men. Board is 
‘as low as $2.50 per week, and averages 
$3, or $120 for the coMege year. Rooms 
fetch from $1.50 to $ a week. A good 
room for two together at $4 for the g<wo 
is the commonest arrangement. Lodg- 
ing, therefore, costs $80. - The college 
fees are $25 for Michigan students, $35 
to others; books and washing average 
$35 also, so that the average total ex- 
pense of attending the university is 
$260. These figures are said to apply 
equally fairly to the student iife 
at the universities of Wisconsin and I]- 
inois. 

In many talks with President and 
Mrs. Angell, with several professors, 


}and with many students—all girls—at 


Ann Arbor, I obtained the facts which 
follow. Co-education has. obtained 
there since 1870. There were some wo- 
men applicants as early as 1856-’58, but 
they were not admitted. -The regents 
were then opposed to the admission of 
women, but the gentle pressure of pub- 
lic opinion gradually diluted the oppo- 
sition, and at last, at a meeting, one 
regent observed that there was no 
law against co-education, and there 
was no further discussion. The women 
were admitted. At first the girl stu- 
dents were picked, that is to say, the 
girls who came were such as were felt 
to-be able to live independent lives. 
Those first-comers were let severely 
alone, and must have had a cheerless 
time. They were not wanted or wel- 
comed by either the faculty or the stu- 
dents; 

Now all this is changed. The girls. 
are of all sorts, and come quite as a 
matter of course, as the boys do, from 
the high schools of Michigan and of 
nearly all the Middle and Western 
States...There was a time when the 
girls wanted to be noticed by the boys, 
because at first the boys let them 
alone, and afterward noticed only the 
brighter or the pretty ones; but today 
when the girls number 600, the girls 
hold the whip-hand, and it is the boys 
who seek attention, Wnte the girls. 
bestow it sparingly. There are 500 
young women in what may be called 
the strictly college classes, and 100 
more are taking the technical or spe- 
cial courses. Among them are always 
some dentists, a great many doctors, 
from two to half a dozen lawyers, and 
so on.: Those who study law may not 
wish to practice.

GERMANY’S SOCIAL DEMOCRATS 
ARE AROUSED. 


They Have Resolved to Hold Meet- 
ings Throughout the Country to 
Consider the Kaiser’s Attitude— 
The Vorwaeris Incident. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 

LONDON, Sept. 4—(By Atlantic 
Cable.) A dispatch to the Chronicle 
from Berlin says that the Social Demo- 
crats are resolved to hold meetings 
throughout the country to consider the 
Emperor’s attitude, and there is no 
doubt that evil days are in store for 
them, 

The Post has a dispatch from Berlin 
which says that the inscription in the 
Emperor William Memorial Church 
‘upon the relief representing Isaac and 
Rebecca watering camels, as alleged by 
the Vorwaerts, really exists. It will be. 
remembered that a dispatch to the As- 
sociated Press on September 3 reported 
the Vorwac ‘ts alleged the reMef. bore 
the inscription in small characters: 
“What camels the fathers of our great- 
est city have been. May 2, 1895." This 
is the end of a poem which appeared 
in Kladderadatsch, when the Berlin 
Council refused to congratulate Prince 
Bismarck on his eéightieth birthday. 
It was also alleged the relief bore in a 
corner the words: “No three thousand 
marks; how shabby,” being a reference 


to the church fund.

The Vorwaerts published the names 
of the factories and business houses 
which having closed qn Sedan day, 
stopped the employees pay.

LONDON, Sept. 4—A _ Berlin dis- 
patch to the Daily News says the ar- 
ticles in the Vorwaerts were sub nitted 
to Emperor William and to the King 
of Saxony, and that both’ expressed 
their disgust with them. The articles 
appeared on August 17 and September 
1. The Vorwaerts continued freely to 
criticise the Emperor’s speech, in which 
he called for the suppression of the So- 
cialists. 

BERLIN, Sept. 4.—Herr Pfund, edi- 
tor of the Vorwaerts, has been arrested, 
and two editions of his paper confiscat- 
ed, upon the ground that the paper con- 
tained articles insulting Emperor Wil- 
liam.

SAVINGS BANK DEPOSITS, On 
more than: one occasion The Times has 
referred to a weak point in our bank- 
ing system, especially in this State, 
namely; the acceptance of large depos- 
its by the savings banks. It is an- 
nounced that by a law just promulgated 
in France the limit of savings banks 
deposits is reduced from 2000 francs to 
1500 francs; that is to say, from $400 to 
$800. .Deposits.over that sum will have 
five years in. which to conform to the 
newly fixed limit. 

Bankers themselves admit that it is 
a bad system which leads wealthy peo- 
‘ple to tie up their money in savings 
banks, instead of investing it in pro- 
ductive enterprises, but it cannot be 
expected that any one bank will inau- 
gurate a reform in this direction by it- 
self, and thus lose custom. The savings 
banks were never intended to be used 
in this manner, but as long as non-pro- 


| gressive capitalists can get 5 per cent. 
on their money without any trouble | 


and with a minimum of risk there will 
be plenty of them to take advantage 
of the opportunity. Mentime, it keeps 
the directors of these banks pretty busy 
to pay such a rate of interest on de- 
posits and leave something over for ex- 
penses and profits. The man who has 
' to pay for this is of course the one who 
borrows money on real estate.

RAISINS AND CURRANTS. The 
condition of the raisin market is by no 
means so encouraging as might be 
wished, and this in spite of the combi- 
nation which was recently formed 
among the leading growers in Fresno 
county. Prices of raisins have come 
down during the past few years to an 
extent that was never contemplated by 
those who planted vineyards at that 
time, and many of the raisin men feel 
much discouraged. 

One of the causes -for the present low 
price is the lack of protection of Cali- 
fornia: growers, owing to the remarka- 
ble. course of the. government in decid- 
ing that Zante currants are not raisins. 
At a recent meeting of the State Horti- 
cultural Society Dr. Gustave Bilsen 
effectively settled the Zante currant 
question as far as the Horticultural So- 
ciety is concerned. by an able discus- 
sion on the mooted question whether 
the Zante currant so called, is a raisin 
or a currant. Dr. Eisen treated the 
matter -scientifically and historically 
and showed that all. questions as to the 
identity of the family to which it be- 
longs. were set at rest by the fact that 
it is nothing more nor less than a seed- 
less grape, and in its dried form is a

small raisin. Dr. Eisen’s re 
discussed by the members. Naval Of- 


ficer John P. Irish, and Attorney Van 
Duzer, who are opposed to each other 
in the trial of the case now pending in 
the United States, discussed the tariff 
part of the question. 

It is to be hoped that the raisin men 
may be successful in inducing the gov- 
ernment to reconsider its decision. 

The assessment roll shows a large de- 
erease in-the raisin acreage of Fresno 
county. The decrease has been from 
51,781 to 36,980, or 14,801 acres. There is 
little hope of an advance in price of 
raisins as a result of the decreased vine 
acreage. We are still importing 15,000,- 
000 pounds of raisins, exclusive of Zante | 
currants. 

AMERICAN PRODUCTS ABROAD. 
Referénce en *Heen made to ‘the in- 

value reports which come 

United S consuls in various 
parts of the world. Such reports, when 
made in a careful and intelligent man- 
ner, are of the greatest assistance to 
American producers and manufacturers, 
-Recent reports contain the following in- 
teresting items: 

Large quantities of apples are re- 
ceived from various “gaps of Eu- 
rope, but the importations appear to be 
regulated by the size of the apple crop 
in the United States. American apples 
command the highest prices. 

Forty-five per cent..of the wheat and 
90 per cent. of the flour in the Liverpool 
consular district comes,from the United 
States. American glucose and starch 
are not as valuable.in the Liverpool 
district as the product from Germany 
and. Holland, though in good demand 
at low prices, and in some portions of 
the district the glucose importation is 
exclusively from the United States. 
The consumption of American canned 
4} meats is falling off and that of Austra- 
j ia increasing, due largely to the rela- 
tively high prices of American goods. 
‘Consul Neal recommends that. the 
United States make more of the finest 
grade for export to compete with other 
supply sources. 

The. merchants at ‘Belfast bitterly 
complain of the alleged deception of 
American shippers of apples, and the 
Canadian apples are ‘grow- 
ing in popularity. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 
ALUMINIUM. Persons’ who are ac- 
‘quainted with the valuable. qualities of 
aluminium are surprised that more ad- 
vance has not been made in introduc- 
ing this valuable metal into the arts. 
The chief drawback has been that, ‘al- 
though the most common metal in na- 
ture, the price has hitherto been s0 
great as to prevent. its general adop- 
tion. This difficulty is, however, being 
rapidly overcome, there having been a 
great decline in the cost of the’ metal 
during the past five years. ‘ 

In Los Angeles there is a store which 
makes a specialty of articles manufac- 
tured from aluminium. for cooking and 
many other purposes. ~ From Pitts- 
| burgh it was recently reported that a 
company in that city would supply 
material fer the construction of tor- 
pedo- boats. fer foreign countries 
and other war-like contrivances for 

use in England, Germany and France. 
Capt. A. E. Hunt, who secured the con- 
tracts, recently returned from Europe. 
He said: 

“We have contracted to supply alum- 
“nium for the building of second-class 
torpedo-boats and for making army 
canteens and other parts of soldiers’ 
equipment. It is desired by the Euro- 
pean governments. to lighten’ the 
amount of baggage which each soldier 
must carry. At present his baggage 
is much heavier than that carried by 
an American soldier. The aluminium 
torpedo-boats will be carried on the 
large war vessels and will be raised 
and lowered by machinery. The boats 
are cigar-shaped.and will be from fifty 
to one hundred feet in length. 
They are to be constructed entirely of 
aluminium except their . machinery. 
} Each boat-will weigh, when ready for 
sea, from twenty-five to ‘seventy-five 
tons, which is one-half as much as the 
same-sized boats built of steel would 
weigh. They will be able to navigate 
both under the water and on. the ‘sur- 
face. 

“Foreign governments are doing ev- 
erythifg in their ‘power to lessen the 
burdens of their infantry. We. will 
make canteens for the soldiers. that 
will weigh only one-third as much as 
the old canteen. Some parts of the old 
soldiers’ equipment that heretofore 
ae been made of iron will be re- 

laged by aluminium in the next few 
The work of re-equipment to 
be pushed rapidly, and will result in 
relieving infantrymen of many pounds 
of burden. Our contracts are merely 
to, furnish the foreign military con- 
tractors with aluminium plates, which 
they will work into such. shapes as 
they desire. The work will keep our 
plant busy for the rest of this ‘year.” 
. About a year ago it was stated that 
a large deposit of aluminium clay had 
| been discovered in the San Gabriel Val- 


ley. There are many who believe that 
aluminium is the metal of the future, 
and it would bea good idea to keep | 
track of any deposits of this descrip- 


tion that exist in Southern California, 


BORAX. Among the many products 
of which Southern California*makes a 
specialty is borax. There are probably 


“not many people in the State who are 


aware of the fact that there are but 
two borax refineries in the United 
States of any importance... One, the 
largest in the world, is in Alameda and 
the other is in New York city, forming 
part of a general chemical works. 

The total consumption of borax in the 
United States is stated to be about 
140,000 tons a year. The Alameda 
works supplies half of this, and not an 
inconsiderable amount of the remain- 
der is imported from England, notwith- 
standing a duty of 2 cents a pound. 

The Pacific Coast contains all the 


-borax deposits yet discovered in the 


United States. Nevada for years fur- 
nished the crude supply, but just now 
it is being drawn from Southern Cali- 
fornia. The crude borax is hauled out 
by twenty-mule teams, a picture of one 
of which is to be found on every pack- | 
age of refined borax. 

The use of borax has greatly in- 
creased of late years. Not very long 
ago it was used only as a drug. Now 
it is used in the manufacture of soaps 
for toilet purpdses, as a_ disinfectant 
and curative, and very largely for pre-. 
serving meats, in the latter supplanting 
saltpeter, and to some extent taking 
the place of salt. Its price for years 
forbade its use in large quantities in 
common manufactures, but, owing to 
improved methods of refining, the price 
has greatly declined. ~

ficial to the walnut crop which is now 
beginning to ripen.

—eurred —on the 28th inst., in—severat 
Places in San Luis Obispo county, the 


first reported this season. The corn, 
root and pumpkin crops are reported 
as very good; grapes are being gath- 
rib and in some places prune-drying 
is about over for the season. 

San Luis Obispo—The weather was 

favorable, except rather cool for rip- 
ening beans. Light frost formed in 
several places in the county on Au- 
gust 28. Highest temperature 79 deg., 
lowest 44 deg. 
- Ventura county—Bardsdale: The 
weather conditions were normal. The 
prune crop is gathered and the result 
is gratifying to growers. The black- 
eye bean crop is being shelled and in 
some cases the result is a disappoint- 
ment, 

Los Angeles county—Los Angeles 
city: The weather during the past 
week continues unusually cool with fre- 
quent cloudy or foggy mornings; the 


temperature averaged a daily defi-

FIRE COMMISSIONERS. 


Three Recreant Firemen Called Be 
fore the Board. 

The Board of Fire Commissioners 
met in regular session yesterday morn- 
ing, Commissioners Kuhrts, Botts and 
Vetter being present. 

Chief Moore presented a report to 
the commission, in which charges of 
carelessness and disobedience were 
preferred against three members of the 
department. Charles Jenkins, of com- 
pany No. 1, was stated by the Chief to 
have used insulting language to Mr. 
Rowan, the engineer of the company, 
and also to have disobeyed the orders 
of the engineer who has charge of the 
house. Mr. Rowan explained the facts 
relative to the charges made, declar- 
ing that Mr. Jenkins called him a liar 
on the return from the fire at Seventh 
and Broadway, and after the entrance 
into the engine-house refused to stand 
his watch, which was due at that hour 
of the day. Mr. Jenkins also appeared 
before the commission, and denied the 
charges preferred against him, declar- 
ing that the engineer had in the past 
sought to ‘job’ him by having him 
suspended for attending his mother, 
who was at the point of death. He 


' claimed that the engineer refused to

allow him the privilege of divesting 
himself of his wet clothing after re- 
turning from the fire. It was very evi- 
dent that bad feeling exists between 
the two men, but as the offenses 
charged against Driver Jenkins were 
not of a serious character, he was sim- 
ply reprimanded by the board, and will 
receive a similar dose from the Chief 
of the department. 

Driver A. J. Springer was the next 
man called. Mr. Springer was guilty 
gzome time ago of carelessness in col- 
liding his vehicle with a tree, the re- 
sult being that damages to the amount 
of $15 were sustained by the vehicle. 
Mr. Springer stated to the board yes- 
terday that, while he was in part re- 
sponsible for the accident, yet he did 
uw.wt consider himself deserving of a 
great deal of blame in the matter. He 
explained that the alarm sounded while 
he ‘was yet in the bath tub, and in the 
hutry incident to the putting on of his 
clothes he neglected to fasten a very 
essential portion of his pantaloons. 
Being a conscientious employee, he 
did not wish to bring discredit upon 
the department by presenting an un- 
tidy appearance, and hence attempted 
to render the operation’ of dressing 
himself complete. In his attempt. at 
performing this operation, his line 
dropped, and in recovering the same 
he pulled the wrong ribbon with the 
effect of bringing his vehicle with great 
force against a tree. The commission- 
ers indulged in a few hearty laughs 
during the narration of this tale of 
woe, but, as the driver had paid for 
the ages sustained by his engine, 
the matter was allowed to drop. 

The third and last man to tread the 
carpet was J. T. Burch, driver of en- 
gine No. 7. He was reported by Engi- 
neer Myers as guilty of carelessness 
and neglect of duty in failing hitch up 
when alarms were rung, which proved 
to be outside of his district. Mr. Burch 
did not deny the impeachment, but 
made the plea of ignorance in connec- 
tion with. his offense, stating that there 
were many telephone alarms turned 
in which were never answered, and for 
which it did not seem to be necessary 
to hitch up.

NERVY SALOON MEN. 


The Defense That Some of Them Are 
The radical action taken by the Board 
of Police Commissioners at the meeting 
on Tuesday, when a number of liquor 
licenses were revoked by the board, has 
created a stir among the entire saloon 
fraternity. The report of the Chief of 
Police stating that a number of the sa- 
loons in the city are habitual and per- 
sistent violators of the Suriday-closing 
ordinance, was the basis for the action 
of the commission, and it developed 
during the discussion of the matter that 
notices from the board had been sent 
by the Mayor’s clerk to every saloon- 
keeper in the city, warning the men 
that a violation of the law would result 
in a revocation of their licenses. It ap- 
pears also that the liquor men treated 
these notices with something akin to 
contempt, considering them as innocent 
little bluffs on the part of the commis- 
sioners. Consequently the revoking of 
two or three licenses last Tuesday cre- 
ated consternation in the ranks of the 
saloon men, who are now moving 
heaven and earth to secure a rehearing 
in the matter. The defense set up by 
the saloon men is something remarka- 
ble. At the meeting of the board held 
last week, a number of saloons were re- 
ported by the Chief as having been 
found violating the Sunday-closing law, 
and the clerk was instructed to notify 
these individuals that the commission 
meant business, and would revoke their 
licenses if they were reported guilty 
again. Come now these gentry, claim- 
ing that this special notice of the board 
did not reach them until Monday, Sep- 
tember 1, too late for them to find out 
that the sale of liquor on Sunday was 
to be treated with severity by the 
Board of Police Commissioners. The 
saloon-keepers feel grieved at this 
breach of confidence on the part of the 
commissioners, and, as before stated, 
are working hard to secure a rehearing 
in the matter, proposing to set up the 
defense which is described above. Act- 
ing Mayor Teed declared that so long 
as he occupied a place on the commis- 
sion, his vote would never be cast to 
reconsider the action by which these 
licenses were revoked. Meanwhile the 
liquor dealers and* their friends are 
making use of whatever influence they 
possess with the authorities to secure 
another trial of the case, and strong 
pressure is being brought to bear upon 
the commissioners with the aim of stop- 
ping the agitation of the matter. It is 
very probable that the Board of Police 
Commissioriers will consider the matter 
in some phase or other at its next meet-

The observatory was crowded with 
star and moon-gazers, many of whom 
looked through a great telescope tube 
for the first time. The moon went 
through the interesting programme 
marked out for it without varying a 
second from schedule time. The details 
of lunar topography were singularly 
clear when viewed through the great 
refractor during the entire period of to- 
tality. The predicted coppery hue pre- 
vailed, but there was a singular bluish 
tinge along the southern edge, ror 
which no adequate explanation has 
been offered. A search was made for 
the comet lately discovered by Dr. 
Swift, but it is an extremely faint ob- 
ject, and its proximity to a bright star 
prevented a satisfactory observation. 
According to the latest computations, 
the comet passed its perihelion five 
days. before it was discovered, about 
the middle of August. It is. therefore 
receding, and will soon be beyond the 
reach of the most powerful instruments.
